Y a strict party vote the Assembly has postponed the 


cons! deration of the Cpryell resolution until Thurs- 


day at 2 p. m. The purpose of this Is, of course, to kill 
the resolution, because before the time set for Its consid- 
eration the United States senator will have been elected, 
and the main object of the resolution will have failed. 


The resolution declares that no man should "be elect- 


ed senator who will not pledge himself to support Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in his efforts to compel the railrods to do 
Justice by the people, and to secure a just revision of the 
tariff. It is literally astounding that upon such a propo- 
sition as this President Roosevelt's only support should 
be found upon the Democratic side of the Assembly.. It 
is not surprising that a majority of the Republican mem- 
bers voted to postpone. 
It simply makes good the oft 


quoted remark that Roosevelt Is better. In some respects, 
than his party. But It Is amazing that in so large a body 
It was not possible to find a single member of the pres- 
ident's party who was willing to stand with him in his 
policy upon matters so vitally affecting the welfare of our 
state. 


At the first consideration of the resolution a few Re- 


publicans voted with the Democrats to make it a special 
order for Monday, but their virtuous inclinations were 
short lived, and when the motion was made to vacate that 
order and postpone consideration until Thursday, they 
obediently fell into line with their party associates, anil 
the Republicans voted as a unit against pledging the 
senator whom they are about to elect to support tho 
president. It will be hard matter for them to defend this 
action in the forum of the people. 
The motive Is too 


plain. 
To take up the resolution and pass it after the 


senator has been elected will be a useless and futile act. 


Every Republican who voted to postpone knows that 


It makes a vast difference whether a senator is pledged 
before his election or afterwards. 
If it made no differ- 


ence the Republican leaders would not have fought for the 
postponement. 
If a senator Is pledged In advance, he is 


In honor bound by his pledge. If such a resolution Is pass- 
ed after he Is elected It amounts to nothing more than 
an instruction or request which he may act upon or not 
at his own sweet will. 


If the Republicans had been about to elect a man free 


from railroad Influences probably Mr. Coryell's resolution 


would not have been introduced. It would hardly have 
been necessary. But the fact Is notorious that their lead- 
ing candidate was a man who, for years, had been the 
political agent of the Central Pacific railroad in this state. 
No matter how honest he may be at heart. It cannot be 
otherwise than that his sympathies are with those who 
have so long been his employers 'and who have paid htm 
his salary. 


The resolution, therefore, should have been adopted 


before the senator's election In order that he might be 
placed upon record, and the people be informed whether 
he holds his first allegiance due to them or to the rail- 
road whose servant he has been for lo! these many years. 
As it Is, he goes to the senate practically 
unpledged. 


He may indulge In some meaningless generalities In his 
speech of acceptance, but the great fact stands out clear 
against the political sky that he was not willing to be 
pledged as a condition of his election. 


The Republicans in the present legislature have made 


their record upon this Important issue—a record bad for 
the state and worse for the Republican party. It was a 
Democratic contention all through the last campaign 
that Mr. Nixon was a railroad candidate. This contention 
has now been fully sustained. It Is also as clear as light 
that the Central Pacific railroad Is in absolute control of 
the Republican party, and It is about as certain as any- 
thing. In politics can be that the Republicans have lost 
the only chance they ever had of carrying the state in 
1906.

* e-T he exhibits were surely grewsome 
relic* and a shudder ran through the 
spectators, when the bone was hand- 
ed to the witness to Identify as having 
been taken from the body of the mur- 
dered man.
